HOW TO FALL. 

Trainer of Gymnasts Tells How One Hay 

Tumble Without Danger. 

"About the first thing that I teach 
my pupils," said a trainer of circu.- 
gymnasta, "is how to fall; that, you 
know, is the secret of the great 'head 
dive' from the roof, which remains np 
to date the greatest invention in the 
way of gymnastic tricks that the 
world has seen." 

"It looks almost too perilous* to be 
interesting." 

"But it is not in the least danger- 
ous, if one only knows how to fall," 
he continued. "Xow, if the untrained 
performer should attempt to fall in a 
net from any height whatever he 
would be almost sure to break some 
bones. 

"Should he stretch out his aim to 
save himself, he would be very likely 
to break it in two places. Should he 
light on his heels', he might break his 
leg, or more likely pitch forward and 
break his jaw. 

"But jut-t fill your lungs with air 
and hold them full, double yourself 
up into a knot, leaving no limb free, 
and fall on the back of jour shoulders 
just above the shoulder blades, and 
you ran fall from what height you like 
and come to no hurt.- 

"This explains the cannon and 
catapult tricks. Why, once we at- 
tempted the catapult trick in a hall 
where the roof was so low that we had 
to sink the catapult below the floor. 
The gymnas forgot all about having 
his net lowered a corresponding dis- 
tance, and when shot 150 feet forward 
and upward at the same time — didn't 
he come down underneath the net 
and land slap-bang on his shoulders 
on the bare floor? 

"We picked him up for dead. You 
may hardly believe me, but it had onJy 
knocked the wind out of him and 
shaken him up a bit. The next night 
he was performing as usual. 

"That just shows what the muscles 
of the shoulders, together with an 
elastic cushion of air in the lungs, 
will resist. Then, of course, in the 
case of gymnast?, the muscles become 
as hard as iron, and furnish a great 
protection for the bones."— Boston 
Globe.

The Possible Cause of the Loss of t 



The very fact that the mariner's 
compass is above all things a supersen- 
sitive instrument renders it peculiar- 
ly liable to those sudden and capri- 
cious changes of which many naviga- 
tors cun speak from experience and 
to their sorrow. 

The compass of to-day is perhaps 
as perfect a production as the high- 
est scientific skill and the most deli- 
cate mechanical manipulation can at- 
tain to, and yet, at a critical moment, 
and by causes beyond human fore- 
sight, the vagaries of its readings may 
lead the most experienced seamen into 
utter disaster. 

If, as has been said, there should ex- 
ist in the vicinity of the Manacles a 
powerful and uncertain magnetic field 
by whose influence vessels have at 
times been quite unexplicably drawn 
miles out of their course, then the 
terrible loss of the Mohegan might 
well be explained by this hypothesis 
alone, and it should be borne in mind 
that this suggested solution of the 
mystery is strengthened by a refer- 
ence to the case of the Palmyra, lost 
on the Manack'6 on March 14, 1885. 
Here the commander, Capt. Minofl, 
was steering as he believed due west 
after passing the Eddystone, and 
thought he was some dozen miles olf 
the Manacles and four or five from 
the Lizard, when his ship struck the 
fatal rocks. 

But there are other cause* which 
may, separately or conjointly with the 
supposed magnetic field in the vicin- 
ity of the Mohcgan's loss, have con- 
tributed to disturb her compasses. For 
instance, we are told that the ves- 
sel had recently undergone extensive 
alterations. If, in the course of car- 
rying out these any considerable ham- 
mering of the beams or plating were 
necessary, then that part of the met- 
allic structure may have had its mag- 
netic polarity interfered with, even to 
the point of reversal. If such were 
the case, it would be interesting to 
know whether the compasses were 
readjusted to meet the altered condi- 
tions, before the vessel proceeded on 
her lust, and, as it proved, enlnin- 
itous voyage. Again, there is the pos- 
sibility of compass deviation due to 
the presence of the dynamo, wbote 
large external magnetic field would 
probably be lying dormant until the 
lights were switched on, perhaps only 
some hour or less before the Mohegan 
struck. Such ■ deflection would, of 
course, vary steadil 
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same proportion.

Ilith- ' 
erto, with one exception, we have 
dealt only with possible and unfore- j 
seen disturbing causes that may have 1 
existed within the ship and baffled 
even so experienced a navigator as 
Capt. Griffiths. Of disturbing in- 
fluences beyond the ship, probably 
I the most troublesome of all is the j 
"subpermanent" source of error due ; 
to the constant action of the ( arth en- j 
! deavoring to form in that part of the 1 
1 ship nearest north a pole repellent j 
to the north point of tho compass — ! 
a source of error the peculiar dun- 1 
ger of which arises from the fact thai 
us it accumulates it produces no fia- 
ible effect on the compass while the 
vessel is steering a steady course, and 
only becomes apparent on altering 1 
course. Thus, to exaggerate the Mo- 1 
hegan's course, if Cant. Griffiths had 
been steering west lor some days, 
■nd then altered his course at right 
angles to south, the greatest effect; 
would have been produced, as in every 
ease this error causes the vessel to err ; 
in the direction of the course pre- 
viously steered. An error of less than 1 
half a point in the long stretch of C2 
miles from the start to the Lizard 
would have been sufficient to causal 
the disaster, and from any one of t he 
causes we have enumerated this slight 
fallibility of the compass, with its 
terribly disastrous consequences, may 
have been set up. 

In concluding our consideration of 
a probable cause of the loss of the 
Mohegan, we cannot but regret tfic ac- 
tion of 6ome of our conlemporaries 
in drawing a comparison between the 
conduct of the officers and men of the 



Bourgognc and those of the Mohe- 
gan. Knowing, as we do, what the 
riff-raff of the steerage means, we 
never attributed the atrocities which 
took place after the llourgogne col- 
lision to the action of her crew, and 
we believe that the French officers 
died, when the time came, os did those 
of the Mohegan, at their posts, and 
with a heroism which could not have 
been surpassed. Had the Rourgogne's 
steerage passengers been under the 
sterner order which would have 
nafked the control of a British, 
American or German crew, we, how- 
ever, believe that the proportion of 
crew to passengers saved would have 
been more creditable to the ship. — 
London Shippi ng World.

A fire in a skyscraper may be 
thrilling, but for dramatic episode? 
and unexpected complications a fire 
in a girls' boarding schcol surpasses 
it.

Then, with promptitude and dis- 
cretion, both girls fainted. The 
screams had attracted the attention of 
the other girls, who rushed to the 
scene and then did various' and sun- 
dry stunts, aecoiding lo their several 
dispositions. One fainted, several 
wept, a few ran out of the house, and 
the rest shouted for the one man on 
the premises. 

When he arrived things looked 
rather hopeless. Curtains and wood- 
work were blazing finely. The floor 
was Uttered with prostrate forms, and 
when three girls have fainted on the 
floor of a hall bedroom there isn't 
much space in the room for prom- 
enading. The man picked his way 
acrot! the prostrate forms and or- 
dered all the gii ls who were not in a 
dead faint to leave the room, but they 
didn't go until he lost his temper and 
spoke with a force which isn't com- 
mon in boarding-school circles.

The 
pitcher struck tho lender of the re- 
treat squarely in the face and knocked 
out two of her front teeth, whereupon 
the injured girl made the fainting 
trio a quartette and the water carrier 
dropped her pitcher and went into 
violent hysterics. 

Hysteria, as boarding-school teach- ' 
ersknow to their sorrow, is contagious, 
and the one case touched off the | 
crowd. By the time teachers arrived 
upon the seen.' 1 the fire was out, but 
the survivors were in a bad way. It 
was necessary to put nine-tenths of 
the school lo bed and order wholesale 
dose- of bromide. Even now the girls 
insist that they haven't recovered 
from the shock sufficiently to do hard 
studying; and the victims of the wa- 
ter pitcher are both under the care 
of trained nurses. As for the man — 
he gave up his place the next day and 
confided to the cook that he was go- 
ing to look for a job in a lunatic 
asylum, where his boarding school 
experience would be of value to him.

NOVEL NAVAL ADVICE. 
French Expert Recommends Slow Battle- 
ships of Great Power 

I tend Jfoo :i few poind from a con- 
versation with M. Normaud, the 
noted constructor of war vessels, es- 
pecially torpedo boats, for the French 
government, of « hu h cln.-s he has ,-ev- 
eral on band. M. Attgustfn Normaud 
remarked that undoubtedly France 
was inferior to Great Britain in num- 
ber of warships, but that it was useless 
to attempt to decide beforehand the 
result of a modern naval war. It 
could, however, he accepted as a prin- 
ciple, both as to naval fighting and 
warfare on land, t hat different tactics 
must be adopted by the weaker from 
those employed by thestronger power. 
For the weaker side to imitate the 
methods of the stronger must lead to 
disaster. To continue to compete 
with England on the same lines, but 
with less money to spend for naval 
armaments, France, having a large 
army to maintain, would lead to her 
being reduced to a position of im- 
portance on the water. 

Theexpcrienced constructor recom- 
mends, in order to insure a chance of 
success, the employmentof a different 
strategy, opposite tactics, and dis- 
similar weapons from those adopted 
by the adversary. It is of no use for 
France to build one ship when Eng- 
land is building three, copying at the 
same time British types of vessel. The 
only thing in which to imitate the 
navy of Albion is in its numbers. He i 
recommend? a genera! reduction in 
the speed of French vessels in order to 
increase their numbers, with also at 
the same time an increase in their de- ! 
fensive power. A lesser fleet of very 
rapid reetela would be fatal; they 
would beof no use against the enemy's 
merchant ships, which would sail un- 
der a neutral flag. They could only 
use their speed to escape from superior 
numbers. '. 

So much is this question to the, 
fore that the government has actual- 
ly ordered M. Normaud to build two 
armored seagoing torpedo boats, 
which are now being constructed in 
his yards, in addition toothers in the 
Mediterranean arsenals. The busi- 
ness of battleships is to fight under 
ihe most favorable conditions, there- 
fore number and strength are for 
them more important than speed. 
Cruisers are for these reasons not so 
useful as flotillas of torpedo boats, be- 1 
cause cruisers cannot fight battle- j 
shifls nor capture merchant steamers 
under another flag. The speed of 
torpedo vessels, as well as of the ves- 
sels that escort them, should be great, 
and of course the scouts. All the oth- 
er fighting shi pi should possessacom- 
pnratively low rate of speed.

Changes of a Decade in Methods of 
Construction. 

About ten years ago the new de- 
velopment iu American hotel struc- 
tures and management began. Those 
who were in the hotel business say- 
that it was the direct result of one 
or two appalling hotel fire«. Capital- 
ists and hotel managers- perceived that 
there could be no greater advertUe- 
meiH for a hotel than the assurance 
that it was absolutely fireproof.
